Hawaii Is Ideal For 
Developing Aircraft 





By HON. EDWARD P. WARNER, 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy. 
HE occupant of an office in the Navy 
Department can acquire no real 
mental image of the scope of the Navy’s 
work from documentary sources alone. 
It is necessary that he should seize upon 
every opportunity to get out into the 
field, to go with the fleet at sea, and to 
visit bases ashore, and it is a matter 
for passing regret that some of the 
areas of most interest for future naval 
development lie so far from Washing- 
ton as to make visits difficult and neces- 
sarily infrequent. Those who have 
found the chance of visiting Pearl Har- 
bor and the other service activities in 
Hawaii may feel themselves appropriate 
objects of envy from those who have not. 

Has Natural Defenses. 


No visitor, whether on official busi- 
ness or on pleasure bent, can escape 
being impressed with the extent and 
variety of the blessings lavished upon 
the Hawaiian Islands by nature. Loca- 
tion, climate, topography, scenic inter- 
est ,and plant and animal life combine 
to justify the pride of the residents in 
their homeland, and in the bestowal of 
so many blessings natural provision for 
defense was not neglected. With pre- 
cipitous cliffs or beating surf making 
landings impossible over the greater 
part of the extent cf the coast line of 
all the islands, and mountain ranges 
making penetration to the interior a 
task of heroic magnitude in some cases 
where beaches do exist, the superlative 


strategic value of a great natural recess 
in the protected shore of an island near 
the middle of the group is obvious. When 
such a harbor is located on the island 
of greatest commercial importapce and 


close beside another natural roadstead 
available fer commercial shipping, its 
naval importance becomes yet more 


manifest. It is more than two genera- 
tions American naval officers be- 
gan to comment upon the way in which 
Pearl Harbor had been marked out by 
natural destiny the keystone of Ha- 


since 


as 
waiian defense. 

Nothing has happened since the whal- 
ing ships began to visit Oahu to detract 
from the significance of Pearl Harbor 
in naval development, and its advantages 
and the importance of their utilization 
must still bear themselves in very forci- 
bly upon the attention either of naval 
officer or of layman visiting the site for 
the ‘first time. So far from having been 
in importance or weakened by 
modern development, the defense of the 
Hawaiian group has actually been fa- 
cilitated by the introduction into the 
naval service of the inventions of the 
last thirty years. 

Aircraft Insure Protection. 
It has not infrequently been the case

that fortifications adequate in one gen- 
eration crumbled before the artillery of 
the next, or that island-dwellers have 
lost the assurance of their insularity 
with the coming of aircraft, but in 
Hawaii the introduction of radio has 


lessened the chance of surprise attack, 
the introduction of the submarine has 
furnished new means of defense by craft 
of relatively small size and cost, and, 
most recent and most important of all, 
the introduction of aircraft has pro- 
vided an instrument for the repulsion of 
attack, which need not be kept lying 
in wait ahead of attacking vessels, since 
it can go forth in pursuit, out-pace the 
fastest craft that stir upon the sea.

In another published analysis it is as- 
sumed that there are now above the first 
training camp emergency captains “2,617 
present captains who are younger men.” 
The correct number on January 1, 1927, was 
2,429 and by July 1, 1927 (the date the bill 
under discussion was to be effective), there 
will be about 2,385. This error of about 10 
per cent is by no means negligible in com- 


puting prospective promotion, Nor are

o ORDERLINESS IN SERVICE LEGISLATION. 

PUBLISHED exclusively in the Army and Navy Journal last week was a letter 

from Congressman James, of Michigan, and a reply thereto from General Sum- 
merall, which promise greater efficiency in the consideration and enactment of needed 
legislation for the Army. Heretofore, the submission of legislation and action 
thereon have lacked that systematic character desirable for the close cooperation 
between Congress and the Military Service which Congressman James and General 
Summerall propose to-establish. In connection with some matters, the policy pur- 
sued by the War Department has been to secure insertion of new legislation in the 
Army Appropriation bill. This has irritated members of the Military Committee. 
Again, legislation has been withheld until the closing days of the session, when at- 
tempts have been made to jam it through and thus avoid that close scrutiny which 
Aside from the objectionable consequences of this 
procedure, members of Congress, like Mr. James, who are fighting constantly for 
the best interests of the Service, are overloaded with work and not infrequently 
suffer a breakdown in health. In the graceful manner for which he is noted, Gen- 
eral Summerall, in his letter to Mr. James, referred to the Congressman’s great 
work to the public and the Service, and made it clear that so far as the War Depart- 
ment is concerned there will be observed a new and orderly system regarding legis- 
lation. The effect is bound to be advantageous.
